Now for his writings ,| two things arc to bee conſiered in them, Tyuth, and 
; conſiſteth the Sole, and in Eloquution the Bcdy of Hi. 
ſtory. Thelatter without the former,isbuta picureof Hiſtory ; and the former 
without the latter,vnapr to inſtru, But lervs ſee how our Author hath acquir- 
ted himſclfe in both, For the Faith of this Hiſtory, ſhall hauc the lefle to ſay , in 
reſpe&t thatno man hathcuer yet called it into queſtion, Nor indeed could any 
man iuſtly doubt of the truth ofthat Writer,ia whom they had nothing at all to 
 {uſpe& of thoſe things that could haue cauſed himeither voluntarily tolie, or ig- 
norantly to deliver an vntruth. He oucrcasked not himſelfe by vndertaking an H1- 
ſtory of things done long before his time,and of which he was not able to informe 
himſelfe. He was a man that had as much mcanes, in regard both of his dignity 
and wealth,to find the truth of what herelatcth, as was ncedfull for a man to haue. 
He vſed as muchdiligence in ſearch of the truth, ( noting every thing whileſt it 
| wasfreſh in memory,and laying out his wealth vpon intelligence,) as was poſsible 
for a manto vic. He affeRed leaſt of any man the acclamations of Popular Audi- 
[eories, and wrotenot his Hiſtory to win preſent applauſe, as was the vſe of that 
Age, but for a Monument to inftruQ the Ages to come. Whichhe profefieth him- 
ſelfe, and Entitlerth his Booke KTHMA ES ABI, A Poſſeſion for enerlaſting. 
He was farre from the ": 9nomn of ſeruile Writers, either to feare or flatter. 
And whereas he may peraduenture be thought to haue beene maleuolent towards 
his Countrey, becauſe they;deſcrued to haue him(ſo, yet hath he not written any 
thing that diſcouerethany ſuch paſsion. Nor isrhere anything written of them 
that tendeth to their diſhonour, as A rherians,but onely as People; andthat by rhe 
nece(sity of the narration,not by any ſought digreſs;ion, So that no word of oo

Indges. P!/utarch in his Booke; De gloria Athenienſinm ſaith of him thus, T hucy- 
dides aymeth al ayes at this, to make h!s Anditor a Spectator, andto caſt bis Reader 
into the ſame paſſions that they Were in,that were beholders, T he manner how Demolt. 
henes aranged the Athenians entherugged ſhore before Pylus. How Braſidas vrged 
| the Steereſman to rimne his Gally a ground ; how he went to the Ladder , or place in the 
Gally for deſcent, how he Was hurt, and ſwowned,and fell downe on the ledges of the Gally ; 
have the Spartans fought after the manner of a Land-fight vpon the Sea,and the Atheni-

by Sea and Land,with equall fortune. Theſe things,l ſay, are ſo deferibed,and ſo entdent- 
ly ſer before our eyes,that the mind of the Reader 1s molefſe affatted therewith, then tf hee 
 hadbeene preſent in the Aftions. There is for his perſpecuity. Cicero in his Booke 
cntituled Orator, ſpeaking of the affe&ion of diners Greeke Rhetoricians,ſaith thus, 
| A ad therefore Herodotus «nd Thucydides are rhe more admirable. For though they 
lined in the ſame Age With thoſe f baue before nam:d,( meaning Thraſymachus, Gor- 
gius,a,d Theodorus ) yet were they farre from this kind of delicacy , or rather indeed 
foolery. For the one Without ruobe, gently gliderh like a fill River, and the other ( mea- 
ing Thucydides) runnes ftronglier,and in matter of Warre, as it were bloweth a trum- 
pet of Warre. Andintheſe two ( as ſaith Theophraſtus ) H:/tory hath rowſed ber ſelfe, 
aud admnentured to ſpeake, both more coprouſly,and With more ornament then in thoſe that 
w-re before them. This commends the grauity ,' andthe dignity of his language. | 
Apaine in his ſecond Booke, De Oratore,thus. Thucydides in the Art of peaking, 
hath in my opinion far execeded them all. For he is ſo full of mattey, that the number of hu | 
ſentences, doth almoſt reach ts the number of his words ; and in bis Words he is ſo apt,and 
ſo cloſe,that it ts bard to ſay Whether hs words do more illuſtrate his ſentences,or his ſen- 
tences his words.

Afarceliin ſaith,he was obſcure on purpoſe, that the Common 
people might not vnderſtand him. And not vnlikely;for 2 wiſe man ſhould ſo writc 
(thoghin words vncerſtgod by all men) that wiſe men only ſhould be able to com- 
| mend him. Burt this obſcurity is not to be in the Narrations of things done , nor in 
the deſcriptions of places,or of battcls;inall web, Thucyerdes is moſt perſpicuous, |

For it is euident, that that which now is called * Helas, 
was not of old conſtantly inhabiced ; bur that, ar firſt, 
there were ofcen remouals , euery one ca{1ly leauing the 
place of his abode, tothe violence alwayes of ſome greater 
number. For whiles 'Trafficke was not, nor mutuall en- 
rercourſe, but with feare, neither by Sea nor Land; and 
euery man ſo husbanded the ground, as bur barely to liue 
vpon it, without any * ftocke of * Riches; and planted 
nothing, (becauſe it was vncertaine when another ſhould 
invade them, and carry all away, eſpecially, not hauing 
the defence of Walls) but made account to be Maſters in 
any place, of ſuch neceflary ſuſtenance, as mighr ſerue 
chem from day to day,they made little difficulry co change 
their habirations. | And for this cauſe, they were of no a- 


uiſton. Bur the fatteſt Soyles were alwaies the moll ſub- 
icCt to theſe changes of Tof.abicanes : as Chat which is now | 
called Theſſalia, and Baozia, and the greateſt part of Pelo-D 
ponne(w', (EXCept Arcadia) and of the relt of Greece, what- = 
le of the Land -. 
increaſing the power of ſome particular men, both cauſed 
Sedirions, (whereby they were ruin'd athome) and with- 
all, made them more obnoxious to the in{1diation of ſtran- 
gers. From hence it 1s, that * Aztica,from great antiquity, 
for the ſterility of the Soyle, free from Sedirions, hach 
beene inhabited cuer by the ſame * People. And it is none 
of the leaſt euidences of what Thaue ſaid, That Greece, by 
reaſon of ſundry tranſplantations, hath not in other parts FE, | 
recelued the like augmentation: For, ſich! as by Warre,

Callies, and afcerwards with an- 
other Fleet,in an1nſolent manner comanded them,both to 
recall choſe whom they had baniſhed, (for theſe * baniſh- 
ed men of Epidanznus, had beene now at Corcyra, and poin- 
ting to the Sepulchers of their Anceſtors, and claiming 
kindred, had intreated the Corcyreans to reſtore them) ahd 
to ſend away th Carr:ſon and Inhabitants ſent thicher by 
the Corinthians. \But the Epidamnians g4ue no eare to their 
commandements.

In this place is a Hauen,and aboue ir, further 
from the Sea, the Cittie of Ephyre, in that part of Thefpro- 
ti, which is called Eleatis; and neerc vnto it, disbogueth 
into the Sea the Lake Acherufa, and into that (hauing 
firſt paſled through Theſprozes) the Riuer Acheron, from 
which it taketh the Name. Alfo the Rwer Thyans run- 
neth heere, which divideth Theſprou from * (:ſitine, be- 
ewixt which two Riuers, ariſech this Promontory of Chei- 
merium. To this part of the Continent came the Corinthi- 
ans, and encamped.

Iland with Land-Souldiers. *Thus wasthe Armie of the 
Grecians loſt, after ſ1xe yeeres Warre ; and few of many

D the moſt periſhed. So Eyypr returned to the obedience of 
the King, except onely Amyrieu,that raigned inthe Fennes, 
 forhim they could nor bring in, both becauſe the Fennes 
are great, and the people of the Fennes, of all the Agypri- 
ans the molt warlike.

others of che ſame Faction, ſet vpon them. at (oronea, and 


ouercomming the Athenians 1n Battell, ſome they flew, 
and ſome they tooke aliue. Wherevpon the Athenians re- 
linquiſhed all Beoria, and made peace, with condition to 
haue their Priſoners releaſed. So the Outlawes and the 
reſt, returned, and liued againe vynder their owne Lawes. 
Not long after, revolted Eubea from the Arhenians ; and 
when Pericles had already pafled ouer into it with the 4- 
thenian Armie, there was brought him newes, that Mzgara 
was likewiſe revolted, and that the Peloponnefians were a- 
bour to invade Artica, and that the Hegareans had (laine the 
Athenian Garcifon, except onely ſuch as fled into Niſea. 


C Now the Megareans, when they reuolted, had gotten to 


their ayd, the Corinthians, Epidaurians,and Sicyonians. Where- 
fore Pericles forthwith withdrew his Armie from Eubea ; 
and the Lacedemonians afterward brakeinto Attica; and wa- 
{ted the Countrey about Eleufine, and Thriafum; vnder the 
conduct of Pleiſtoonax, the fonne of Pauſanias, King of 
Lacedemon,and came no further on,but ſo went away.After 
which the Athenians paſled againe into Eubaa, and totally 
ſubdued it; the Heſtieans they put quite our, raking their 
Territory into their owne hands ; bur ordered the reſt of 


Eubea, according to compoſition made. Being returned|- 


from Eubea, within a whule after,they made a Peace with 
the Lacedemonians and their Confederates, for thirty yecres, 
& rendred Niſea,Achaia, Peg,and Traxene, (for theſe places 
the Athenians held of theirs) to the Peloponnefians. In the

| himſeſfero Tullice, againſt fuch as had any thing to al- 
ledge againſt him. Andthough the Spartans had againſt

naturall prudence, without the helpeof inſtruction befors 
or after, hewas (1 of extemporary matters, ypon ſhort 
deliberation, the belt diſcerner, and alſo of what for the 
moſt part Wiz ze their iflue, the beſt conieCturer. 
What hee was perfect in, hee was able alſo to explicate : 
and what hee was vnpraCtiſed in, he was not to ſeeke how 


to iudge of conueniently. Alſo hee foreſaw, no man ber- 


ter, what was belt or worſt in any caſe that was doubr- 


full. And(to fay all in few words) this man, by che na- B 


turall goodneſle of his wit, and quickneſle of deliberation, 
wasthe ablelt ofall men, to tell what was fit to bee done 
vpon a ſudden. Bur falling ſicke, hee ended his life: ſome 
ſay hee dyed voluntarily by Poyſon, becauſe hee thought 
himſelfe'vnable to performe what hee had promiſed to 
che King. His monument is in * Hagnefiain Aja, in the 
Marker | place : | for hee had the gouernment of that 
Countrey, the King hauing beſtowed vpon him Hagnefa, 
which yeelded him fifty 'Talents by yeere for his * bread, 
and Lampſacus for his Wine, (for this City was in thoſe 
dayes thought to haue ſtore of Wine, ) and the Citty of 
Myvus for his meate. His bones are ſaid, by his Kindred 
co haue beene brought home by his owne appointment, 
and buryed in Attica, vaknowne to the Athenians : for it was 
not lawfull robury.one there, that had fled for Treaſon. 


| Theſe were the! ends of Pauſaniar the Lacedemoniay, and 


Themiſtocles the Athenian, the moſt famous men of all the 
Grecians of their time. And this 1s that which the Lace- 
d.emonians did command, and were commanded, in their 


firſt Ambaſlage, rouching the baniſhment of ſuch as were D 


vnder the curſe. 

R EF TER THIS, they fent Ambaſladours againe 
to Athens, commanding them to leuy the Siege from 
before Pozidea, and to ſuffer Egina to bee free; but 

principally, and molt plainely telling them, that the 

Warre ſhouldnot bee made, in caſe they would abrogate 

the Act concerning the Megareans.

1.n Ambanatour 
der, and ſpake nothing of that yhich formerly they were ; from Luedemor, require 
wont, but onely chis, 'That hz Lacedemonians deſire that 
there ſhould be Peace, which may-bee.bad, if_ you wil ſulfer the|

called an Aflembly, and propounding their opinions: 4- 
mong(t chemſelues, thought good, after they had debated 
che matter, to gtue them an anſwer - once Or all. - And 
many {tood forth, and deliuered their mindes on eyrher 
{1de, ſome for the Warre, and ſome, that this Act concer- 
ning the Megareans, ought not. to ſtand in their way to 
Peace, but to bee abrogated. And Pericles. the ſonne of | 
Xantippw, the principall man, at thattime, of all Athens, 
and mo!t ſufficient both for ſpeech and action, gaue his 
 aduice in ſuch manner as followeth.

the accidents,taat ſome had differently,from others ) was 
in generall fuch as I haue ſhowne, and-for other viuall 
{ckeneſles, at that time, no man was troubled with any.

Hee liued after che Warre began, two yeeres C | 
and ſ1xe moneths \ And his foreſ1ght in the Warre was 
beſt knowne after his * death. For he told them, thar if. 
chey would be quict,and looke to their Nauy, and during 
this Warre, ſeeke no further dominion, nor hazzard the 
Cirie it ſelfe, they ſhould then haue the vpper hand. But 
they did contrary inall.and in ſuch other things beſtdes, 
as ſeemed not to concerne the Warre, managed the State, 
according to their priuate ambition and couetouſneſle, per- 
nitiouſly both! for themfelues, and their Confederates.

But the whole is called Macedonia, and was 
the Kingdome of Perdiccas the ſonne of Alexander, when 
Sitalces came to inuade ir. .The Macedonians vnable to ſtand | 
in the Field apainſt fo huge an Armie, retired all within C 
their ſtrong Holds, and walled Townes, as many as the 
Countrey afforded ; which were not many then; Sa were 
bullt afterwards by Archelau the ſonne of Perdiccas, when 
he came.to the kingdome, who then alſo laid out the high 
wayes {traight, and tooke order both for matter of Warre, 
as Horſes and ,Armes, and for other prouiſion, better then 
all the other 8. Kings that were before him. The Thraci- 
an Army ariſing from Doberw,invaded that Territory firſt, 
which had beene the Principality of Philip, and tooke Ei- 
domene by force; but Gortynia, Atalanta, and ſome other D 
Townes he had yeelded to him, for the Joue of 4mynzas the 
ſonne of Philip, who wasthenin the 'Armie. They alſo 
aſlaulred Europw, but could not take it. 'Then they went 
on further into Macedonia, on the part:that lyes on the 
right hand of Pella, and Cyrrhw ; but within theſe, into 
Bottiea and Piexia they entred not, but waſted. A{ygdonia, 
Greſtonia, and Anthemus. Now. the Macedonians had: neuer 
any intention to make head againſt them with their Foot, z 
but ſending out their Horſemen, which they had procu- 
red from their Allyes ofthe higher Macedonia, they aſlaul- E 
ted the Thracias Armic, in-ſuch places, where few againſt 
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A miany, they thought they might doe it with: molt conue-| 
nience ; and where they charged, none was able'to reſift: 
Breſtplates ; bur encloſed by the mulcitude'of the 'Ene-| 
mies, they fought again(t manifold oddes'of mamber : fo 
that in the end they gaue it ouer, elteeming themſclues 
roo weake to hazard Battell againſt ſomany,' 
After this, Sitalces gaue way to a conference with *Pex- 
diccas, touching the.motiues of this Warre. And foraſ- 
much as the Athenians were not arriued with their Fleet, 
(for they thought. not that Sitalces would haue made the 
Iourney ) but had ſent Ambaſladours ro him with. Pre- 
ſents, he ſent a part of his Army againſt che Chalcideans and 
Bottieans, wherewith hauing compelled them withintheir 
walled 'Townes, he waſted and deſtroyed their Territory. 
Whileſt heſtayed in theſe parts, the Theſſalians South- 
ward, and the Magretians, and the reſt of the Nations ſub- 
iect to the Theſaalians, and all the Grecians as faras to Ther- 
mþyle, were afraid he would haue turned his Forces ypon 
them,and ſtood vpon their guard. And Noxthward thoſe 
C Thraciazsrhat inhabite the Champaigne Countreyheyond

C bout to deterre his oppoſers and bearers by a good calumniation, - Bat 
they, of all others, are moſt intolerable, that when men giue publike 
aduic e, ul Acc aſe them alſo of bribery. For rf they charged A | man 
With no more, but ignorance, when he had ſpoken in vaine, hee might 
Jet depart with the opinion of a foole.. But when they impute corrupti- 
on al/o if his counſell take place, he is ſtill ſuſpebted, and if it doe not 
take place, be ſhall be held not onely a foole, but alſo voide of honeſty.

4nd a wiſe State ought not, exther to adde vn- | 
to, or on the other ſide, to derogate from the honour of him that gineth 
200d aduice ; nor yet puniſh, nay nor diſgrace the - man whoſe counſel 
they receive not. And then, neither would hee that lighteth on good 
aduice, deliner any thing againſt his owne conſcience, out of ambition 
of further honour, and topleaſe the Auditory ; nor hee that doth not,

to what end ſhould a man, particularixing the ezils thereof ,make a 
long fpeech before men 1hat already know it ? For neither doth the 
| 0s knowing of them nece([itate any man 10 enter into Warre,nor the 
feare of them, dinert any man from it, when he thinkes it will turne 
| to bis aduantage- But rather it [0 falles out, that the one thinkes 
the gaine greater then the danger ; and the other prefers danger be- 
fore Preſent loſſe.| But leaſt they ſhould both the one and the other 
doe it -onſeaſonably, exhortations -onto peace are profitable, and C

But now if any man thinke it alſo vuſafe, let him henceforth be of 


them,who retaining their owne,out of deſire to enlarge, voluntarily 
inuade the eſtate of anotber. And it'us the cuſtome of this Countrey 
of yours,when a forraine enemy comes againſt you,to fieht with him, 
both on your owne, and on your neighbours ground alike ; but much 
more y0u ought to doe it,againſt the Athenians,when they be bor- 
derers. * For liberty with all men , tr nothing elſe but to be a 
match for the Cities that are their neighbours.

E N of Peloponneſus , as for your Conntrey, how by co4- = 
lour it hath ener retained ber liberty ; and that being Dori- R | 
ans, y0u are noÞ to fight againſt Ionans, of whom y you vere | 
euer wont to get the coiftory, let it ſuffice that 1 have touched it thus 
briefly. But in what manner Tintend to charge, that, Tamnow to 
enforme you of. leſt the venturing by few at once, and not altogether, 
ſhould ſeeme to proceed from weakneſſe, and ſo di iſhearten you. Idoe 
coniefture that it as in contempt of Us , and as not expecting to bee 
fought withall,that the enemy both came vp tothis place, and that they 
haue now Betaker: themſelues careleſly , and out of order to view 
the Countrey. But he that beſt obſerning ſuch errours in bis ene- 
mies,/ſball alſo,to his ftrength, giue the onſet not alwayes openly , and c 
in ranged battell, but as is ef for hls preſent aduantage, ſhall for the 
meſt part attaine his purpoſe. . And theſe wiles carry with them the 
greateſt glory of all, by which deceining moſt the enemy , a man doth 
moſt benefit his friends.

Bat 4gis came nor the way 
which they expeCted,bur with the Lacedemonians , Arcadi- 
ans, and Epidaurians, whom he acquainted with his pur- ' 
poſe, tooke another moredifticult way to paſle , andcame 
downe into the Argiue Plaines. The Corinthians alſo, and 
Pelleniars , and Pbliafians, marched another troubleſome KR 
way; Onely the Beotians, Megareans, and Sicyonians, were 
appointed co come downe 'by the way of the Forreſt of 
 Nemea, in which the A rgiues were incamped ; to the end 
chatif the Argiues ſhould turne head againſt the Lacedamo-

"EN of Athens It _ Zens 2th Onto me, moye FAS fo 
any other ;to baue bu oherd;and withall, 1 thinke my ſelf: 
(for 1 muſt needs begin with thir,ar bauing beene touched 
by Nicias,) to be-worthy of the ſame. For thoſe things, for which 
1 am ſo much ſpoken of;dos indeed purebaſe glory to my progeni- | 
t0r5,and my ſelfe, but to the Common-wealth, 'they conferre both" 
B glory and profit. For the Crrecians haue thought our Citie, a | : 
mighty one, euen aboue the truth, by reaſon of my braue appearance a 
at the Olympian Games, whereas before they thought eafily to 
baue- warred it done. For 1 brou wht thither [euen Chariots,

"The Co- 
rinth.a:s hauing forthw.th , for their owne part, decreed 
chezrefully roayde them , ſent alſo Ambaſladours from 
then;ſelues,aiong with thele to Lacedemon, to helpe them 
to perſwade the Latedemonians, both to make a more open 
Warreagain!t the Athenians, at home, and to ſend ſome 
forces alſo into Sicily. 

At the ſame time that theſe Ambaſladours were at C 
Licedemon, from Corinth, Alcibiades was alſo there with his 
fellow fugitiues , who preſently vpon their eſcape, paſſed 
ouer from Thuria, firit to Cylene;the Hauen of the Elear:s,in 
aShip,and afterwards went thence to Lacedemon, ſent for

Gallies, with all ſpecde croſled the Jonique Sea to Taren- 
tm. Andthe (orinthiars were to man tenne Gallies of 
(cheirowne, rwo of Leucas, and three of Ambracia, and 
come after. Gylippus went firlt from Tarenium to Thuria, 
as Ambaſladour, by his Fathers right, who was free of 
the Citieof Tarentum ; but not winning them to his ſide, 
hee pur out againe, and failed along the Coalt of 1:aly. Paſ. 
ſing by the Terinzas Guife, hee was put from the ſhore 
(by a wind whichin that quarter bloweth ſtrongly againſt 
the North) aud driven into the maine Sea ; and after an- | 
other extreme Tempeſt, brought in againe, into Tarentwym, Mi 
where he drew vp ſuch of his Galliesas had beene hurt by 
the weather, and repaired them.

For our Ma- 
riners, fetching wood and water, and forraging farre off, are inter- 
cepted by the Forſemen ; and our Slaues, now Wee are on equall 
termes, runne ouer to the Enemie.

And Alcbiades allo importunately vrged the fortifying of 


Decelea.and by no meanesto warre remutlely. Bur.che La- 
cedemonians were heartned thereunto principally, becauſe 
they thought the Athenians hauing in hand a double War, 
one again{t them, and another againſt rhe Sicilians, would 


be the eafilier pulled downe ; and becauſe they concetwed 


the breach of the lal(t Peace was in themſelues ; for in the 
former Warre, the iniury proceeded from their own {ide, 
in that the Th:bans had entred Platea in time of peace, And 
becauſe alſo, whereas 1t was inſerted in the former Acrti- 
cles, that Armes ſhould nor bee carried againſt ſuch as 
would {tand to tryall of Iuagemenr, chey had refuſed fuch 
tryall when the, yithenians offered it.

Gallies asthey could, and makerriall of a battell by Sea, | 
| and that he hoped thereby to performe ſomewhat to the | 

benefit of the Warre , winch ſhould be worthy the dan- B 
ger. Hermocratesalfo was none of the lcaſt meanes of get- 
ting them to vndertake the Athenias with their Nauy, 
who told them, That neither the Athenians bad this $kill by 
Seazbereditary, or from cucrlaſting ; but were wore Inland-men 
then the Syraculians , and forced to become Sea-men by the 
Medes : And that to daring men, ſuch as the Athenians are, 
| they are moſt formidable that are as daring againſt them. For 
wherewith they terrifie their neighbours , which t not alwayes 
the aduantage of power, but bolan:ſje of enterprizing, with the ſame 
| ſhall they in like manner be terrified by their enemies. He knew it, C | 
he faid, certainely,that the Syracuſians by their onex pefted da- 
ring t0 encounter the Athenian Navy, would get more aduantage 
| in refþcet of the feare it would cauſe, then the ZAthenians ſhould 
 endammage them by their oddes of 5kill. He bade them there - 
fore, to make iriall of their Nauy , and to be afraid no longer. 
The Syracufians on theſe perſwaſtons of Gylippu: and Her- 
mocratcs, and others,if any were, became now extremely de- 
firous to fight by Sea, and preſently manned their Gal- 
lies. frirÞ HC ? 
Grlippus, when the Nauy was ready:, drew out his D 
whole power of Land Souldiers in chebeginning of night,

three hundred Targettiers, of thoſe called Macherophori, of 
the race of them that are called Dy, and were to haue 
gone with Demoſtheyes into Sicily. But comming too late, 
the Athenians reſolued to ſend them backe againe into 
Chrace, as being too chargeable a matter to entertaine 
them onely for the Warre in Decelea ; for their pay was 
ro have beenea Drachma a man by the day. For Decelea 
being this Summer fortified, firſt by the whole Army, 
& the bythe ſeuera[] Cities maintained with a Garriſon by 
trurnes, much endamaged the Athenians, and weakned their 
eſtate, both by deſtroying their commodities, and conſu- 
ming of their men, fo as nothing more. For the former 
inua{ions hauing beene ſhort, hindred them not from rea- 
ping the benefic of the earth for che reſt of the time; but 
now, the Enemy continually Iying vpon them, and ſome- 
times with greater forces, ſometimes of neceſsity with the 
ordinary Garriſon making incurſions, and fetching in boo- 
tic, Azizthe King of Lacedemon being alwayes there in per- 
ſon. and diligently proſecuting the Warre, the Athenians 
were thereby very grieuouſly afflicted : for they were not 


on-ly depriued-of the. fruit of the Land, but alſo aboue

They likewiſe fell ypon the Schoolehouſe ( which was 
in the Citiea great one,and the children newly entredinto 
it )and killed them every one. And the calamity of the 
whole City,as it was as great as euer befellany , ſoalſo B 
was it more vnexpected, and more bitter. The Thebans 
hearing of ir, came out to helpe them; and overtaking 
the Thracians before they were gone farre , both recouered 
the booty, and chaſed them to the Euripw, and to the Sea, 
where the Gallies lay that brought them.

 TheSjracuſians inthe meane time, vpon intell;gence of 
their comming on, reſolued to try againe what they could 
doe with their Nauy, and with their new ſupply of Land- 
men, which they had gotten together on purpole,to fiphr 
with the» dthenians,before Demoſthenes and Eurymedoy ſhould 
arrive. And they furniſhed their Nauie, both otherwiſe, 
according to the aduantagesthey had learnc in the la(t bar- 
cell, and alſo made ſhorter the heads of their Callies, and B 
thereby [tron ger,and made beakes tothem of a great thic]c- 
ne{le, which they alſo {firengthned with rafters faſtned to 
che ſides of the Gallies; both within and withour, of s c11- 
birs long,in ſuch manner as the Corinthians had armed their 
\ Grallies a-head to fight with thoſe before Naupattw. For 
the Syracuſfans made account,that againſtthe Athenian Cral- 
lies, not ſo built, but weake before, as not viing ſo much 
co meet the Enemie a-head, as vpon the fide by ferching a 
compaſle, they couldnor but haue the better ; and that to 
fighc in the great Hauen, many Gallies in not much 
ro0IMe, was an aduantage to them, for that viing to direct 
encounter, they ſhould breake with their firme and thicke 
beakes, the hollow and infirme foreparts of the Gallies of 
cheir Enemies; and that the Athenians in that narrow 
roome, would want meanes borh to goe about, and to gOe 
through them, which was the point of Art they moſt re- 
lyed on. For as for their paſsing through, they would 
hind*r it themſelues as much as they could, and tor ferch- 


ferit. And that fighting a-head, which ſeemed before 
to be want of skill in the Maſters [to doe otherwiſe,] was 
it they would now principally make vie of; for in this.
